Up to this
hour we have made no promises; but we have
printed the news! The very large and con-
stantly augmenting advance in our cironla-
tion is the best evidence that readers appre-
oiate the fact,

Our single despateh concerning the battle
of Gravelotie cost us, notwithstanding the
great reduclion in eable tolls, two thonsand
two hundred and eighty dollars in gold for
the mere transmission from London to New
York, There were, besides, the cost of a
special courier from the batile- ﬁeld through
Alsace. Ithenish Prussia, Belgi and
thence to London, and the P { the corre-
spondent himself, a singularly capable and
experienced journalist, recently engaged on
the T'riluze, together with the pay of a body
of mo less than five assistants in that army
alone., We mention the facts in no spirit of
boasting, but simply to gratify a natural
curiosity, expressed in innumerable in-
quiries, and to show what rapid strides this
more thac imperial city is taking towards be-
coming, at whatever cost, the centre of the
world's news as well as the world's trade.—

dressed a letier to the chairman of the Ports-
mouth branch of the Church Assoociation, in
answer Lo s memorial forwarded to him,
signed by uluwudu of 2000 lay and clerical
members of the United Chureh of England
and Iseland. The memorialists complain of
the adoption. by a party within the Church,
of doetrines and practices alien to the purity
of the Reformed faith, and express their *‘in-
dignant soriow and surprise at the supineness
and apathy that have prevailed for so long a
period on the part of their ecclesiastical
rulers. " '1 be Primate writes under date of
August 5:

“I am not surprised that 2oany members ol'
the Church of Efgland should feel indi
at practices svd ddotrines which have in aomo

laces sprung up during the last twenty years,

ving a mauifest tendency to assimilate the
worship aud teaching of our pure, Scriptural,
and Reformed Church to the system of the
Church of Home, Butl cannot in any way
sgree with 1ou in the belief that this evil is
owing to supineness and apathy on the part
of the biskops. You must be well aware
that the beneficed clergy of the Ohurch of
Epgland sia not, lke the priests of
gome portions of the Church of Rome,
dependent for their position on the

At the
sound of the horns _along the linea they all
ttarted] in the woods, aiming for a hill (sinoe
kvown as ‘“‘Slanghter Hull"), near the centre,
a short distanoce south of ‘“the State road,” to
which they intended to drive game. Many
deer were killed on the march through the
woods, bul the whole number it was impossi-
ble to obtain, After arriving at the hill, sur-
rounding it, and balting, the deer could be
seen nki[:pmg about in countless numbers,
The cracking of the guns until all the deer in
right were shol was equal to that of two
Lostile forces in mortal combat. The men
were then ordered to lay down their arms,
prepare themselves with clubs, and march
up to the top of the hill. While going up
they killed several foxes, which had hidden
under prosirate trees. On wriving at the
snmmit ont rushed an old bear through the
crowd. The men belabored him with their
clubs, but it seemed much like striking on a
bag of wool, and the bear paid abont as much
altention to it as a woolsack wonld have done.
